Austere, aloof Charles De 
Gaulle has had the top spot 
in French politics pretty 
much to himself for five 
years now: But his invin- 
Cibility.is being chal- 
lenged. 

The challenger is Guy 
Mollet, 57 year old Socia- 
list party leader and Prime 
Minister for 15 months under 


the Fourth Republic in 
1956-57. 

Mollet’s name is being 
heard more and more in 


French political speculation. 
It’s believed he may be a 
man who could rally solid 
left-wing support, including 
the Communists, and enough 
middle-of-the-road voters to 
Present a real threat to 
De Gaulle. 

De Gaulle’s present seven- 
year term normally should 
continue until the end of 
1965 and election of his 
successor wouldn’t take 
place until January, 1966. 

But there is growing be- 
lief that De Gaulle may quit 
next year and run again as 
his own successor 18 months 
@head of time. 

The main reason for De 
Gaulle to do this would 4é 
to beat the clock so that 
he would not be too old when 
he finally retires. If he 
served out his present full 
term of seven years, he. 
would be 75 when it ended 
and 82 at.the end of a 
second term: If he quit 
now, ran a second time, was 
elected and served only part 
of that term, he w, uld be 


perhaps only 78 or 79 when 
he finally retired.

nothing in the constitution 
to prevent him from resig- 
ning and nothing to prevent 
him for running for a Second 
term. : 

Until recently De Gaulle 
was considered a shoo-in if 
he decidéd to rtin again. 
But his popularity has been 
Slipping. Soaring living 
costs, labor unrest and dis- 
sruntlement at his odd-man- 
out foreign policies have 
Sapped his support. 

In a recent. straw popular- 
ity poll only 44 percent 
of those questioned expressed 


. Satisfaction with De Gaulle. 


But. unliike the United 
States, France does not have 
a two-party system. If 
three or four other candi- 
dateseran against him in the 
presidential race his re-. 
election would be certain, 
because they would split the 
anti-De Gaulle vote. 

So Frances’s left-wing 
political leaders are work- 
ing quietly behind the 
scenes to try to line up a 
single candidate who could 
beat De Gaulle. 


At the moment they think 
Mollet is their best bet. 

To win such a race, Mollet 
would need Communist support, 
in fact, Mollet. has come un- 
der considerable criticism 
for his alleged readiness 
to play footsie with the 
Reds. 

But in the last French 
parliamentary general elec- 
tion last November Mollet 
won in his home constituency 
of arras only because the 
Communists ordered their 
supporters to vote for hin.

Summer was made for the outdoors — and certainly for fishing. But 
the warm weather months that make possible this healthy sport 
bring their share of hazards. Woe betide the novice or incautious 
fishermaam Who bulls out the door without remembering that Nature 
‘an frown as well as smile. 

A few simple precautions can save a fisherman plenty of grief. 
Since carelessness and failure to anticipate are the two main causes 
of a ruined outing, it might be wise to. stuff this checklist of re- 
minders inside your creel: 

1) A good start is to think of the things that may bother 
you — insects, wind, sunburn, etc. Then take along whatever is 
needed to protect you — a straw hat, sunglasses, sun-tan lotion. 
It’s surprising how many people forget the power of the sun. 

2) Whether you’re going: on a boat or into the mountains, 
bring proper clothing for sudden weather changes. Shirt-sleeve 
temperatures can shift quickly to chill at nightfall or when 
it rains. 

3) Even off-shore, you can be bitten by insects; a suitable 
repellant can prevent discomfort from this irritant. ; 

4) Stow plenty of water or soft drinks ik your*pack — and 
don't forget the can or bottle opener for the beer. 

5) A flashlight comes in handy under any number of circum- 
stances — such as being caught out after dark . . . or when the 
engine conks out (it can happen even on charter boats). 

6) Stay cool “in action.” A lot of people get chopped up by 
fish after their catch is in the boat. They also get stuck by a 
hook, or bitten by such predators as blue-fish, which can take 
a sizable chunk out of a man’s hide. Bonita and mackerel have 
also been known to leave teeth marks.
